While the plan of long term pay- 
ments on a thirty year basis, which 
has been adopted = by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, Is recognized as con- 
struttive from the standpoint Vof -that 
organization in regards to its land 
policy and likely to influence land sales 
in general, itis not expected that the 
situation affecting the mortgage com- 
panies will be materially changed. 
Mortgage ans and land sales are dif- 
ferent propositions. The mortgage 
companies explain that borrowers do 
not like long terms and that a thirty 
year basis would not be’ satisfactory 
Besides they are merely agents in 
loaning the funds of depositors and 
debenture ‘holders, while ‘the Canadian 
Pacific. is selling land which it) owns 
and which was largely secured through 
government grants. 

The policy of the mortgage com- 
panies too is to keep closely in touch 
with individual mortgagors and to ar- 
range terms besi suited to the position 
of each, no general scheme they say 
would be satisfactory. : 

It may be expected that Progressive 
politicians will take the uSual course 
of making a play for farmer sympathy 
by suggesting that the government 
should take some steps to provide long 
term loans on the general plan of the 
Canadian Pacific credits.

PAYMENTS BETTER IN 
WESTERN CANADA 


After spending several weeks in 
Western Canada, during which he 
was closely in touch. with the of 
ficials of morfgad¢e companies and 
other farm loaning institutions, John 
Appleton, secretary of the Dominion 
Mortgage and Investments “Associa- 
tion, confirms the reports of improved 
conditions in the agricultural — sitta- 
tion. This improvement is not only 
actual and material as Mr Appleton 
found it, but. it is all the more marked 
because of the reaction with | the 
spring activity on ‘the land from the 
campaigns of discontent ‘in w hic h cer- 
tai: poiticians have been ictive since 
the last crop season. 

Mi Appleton. veperts that the new 
crop is under very favorable con htions 
as regards meistiut and that) the 
farners are geting right lowr to 
week, realizing that in th Tong rit 
success depend. ion the p eduction 
of wealth. out of the land, Agitations 
for cheap money and other pauaceas 
of the politician are now forgotten 
in the activity of getting in the crop 
and the prospect of a profitable har- 
vest. ‘ } 

It has been estimated by Edward 
Oliver,. statistician of the department 
of agriculture, Saskatcheavan, that 
the record Western crop of last year 
provided a profit of $100,000,000. It 
is difficult to reconcile this. figure 
with the campaigns for cheap money 
in the West, which haves been. based 
upon the inability of the farmers to 
meet their obligations. No ‘doubt 
there are many cases of -hardship, 
where there have been crop failures 
for a number of seasons, or where 
farmers took on more land during 
the period of nigh prices then they 
could successfully operate, but the 


fact remains that payments have been], 


much better met during the market- 
ing period than was the ease a year 
ago; the manner in which the ftinds 
have been forthcoming in some in- 
stances would lead to the conclusion 
that not all of the proceeds of the crop 
went to the bank but that some of it 
stayed in the “jeans”-of the farmer. 

In some of the business centres con- 
ditions are much depressed. The bet- 
ter tone has not thus far beet reflected 
in improved buying. Even the farmers 
who have reserves are’ following a very 
conservative -policy in their spending 
until there are more definite’ indica- 
tions of what the crop season is likely 
to bring forth both as to yield afid as 
to prices.

The farmers of the present day are 
in, the same position as the farmer in 
the fable, In 1920 we, implored the 
Meighen Government 
wheat board. Mr. Meighen applied to 
Parliament and got the necessary pow 


‘} er to continue the wheat board another 


year. The farmers were, elated,. Good 
old Meighen* would: see that we got 
justice in return for the rotten deal we 
got in 1918, But alas! The government 
forgat to make use of their power and 
we got no wheat board in 1920. 


_ In 1922 we petitioned the Kind Gov-}. 


ernment for_a wheat board. After a 
lot.of hemming and hawing, jockeying 
aul quibbling a species of wheat board 
legislation was ‘passed that was un- 
workable. It was intended from the 
first to be unworkable but we were 
told that if we got two or more pro- 
vincial governments to endorse it, it 
would be all right. We got Saskatcbe- 
wan and -Alberta to endorse it, still it 
didn’t work, and we got no “wheat 
board in 1922, but it fulfilled the pur- 
pose it was intended for; that was to 
delay and prevent the farmers from 
‘taking any direct action towards form- 
ing a marketing system of their own. 
Then we .were led to believe that if 
Manitoba would endorse it, it would 
work, but Manitoba refused to deceive 
the farmers any longer, i. 

Brother farmers, it. will never work. 
We will not get any help towards a! 
better marketing system from cither a 
Liberal or a Conservative governiment 
because both are controlled by the in- 
'terests that are fattening on the labors 
of the farfmer and they are not going 
to: destroy the trough where tl ey feed. 
It is up to the farmers to do LN ‘them. 
selves. If agriculture is to be put ona 
profitable basis the farmers must ‘get! 
control of the oolling, price of their 
own products, the same as all other pre 
ducers, and the firs.’ step to that end 
is to form~a voluntary, co-uperative, 
farmer owned, five-year contract wheat 
pool. There is no use in saying it ‘can ‘tt 
be done. It has got to be done. We 
call ourselves united farmers; let us 
live up to our name and concentrate on 
this wheat pool idea. Let us take united 
concerted action and rest neither night | 
or day until we accomptish a better 
marketing system than the present 
‘what will you give me” system. 

Brother farmers, it is the zero hour 
with us. “Let us go.”

Every year Stas th Wish of 
wheat dnd other grains are destroyed 
by stem rust; This pest has, indeed, 
assuméd such proportions that in some 
years, in the United States and Canada 
combined, hundreds of millions of 


| bushels of grain are lost. The question 


then, of what can be done to lessen or 
eliminate this tremendous anntial loss 


“Thecomés a vital one. 


It has been’ found that rust. usually 
appears in the wheat fields of West- 
ern Canada” about the end” of June. 
Where does this rust come from? How 
has it lived over ‘the winter?) Much 
\sttidy has been givén to this problem, 
without it yet having heen “proved 
what-is the chief source of this summer 
inflection. It has heen established how- 
that one. source of ‘infection 
he ecomnion  bharberry. « The 
spores (seeds) ot this rust remain ‘a-| 
live during the sinter, and although 
they cannot at-ack wheat or other 
vrains, they veatily produce rust on 
the leaves and voung twigs of the 
common barberrics in the spring. The 
fust casily spreads from the bar- 
berries to grasses and wheat. This has 
heen repeatedly proved, both in Canada 
atid the United States ds well as in 
other. countries. J 

Realizing that the barberry is’ one 
of the origin and spread of 
‘fst. during the spring and summer 
great efforts are being made’‘in the chief 
grain growing areas of the United 
States to eradicate ‘the barberry; mil- 
lions have been destroyed, and it is 
hoped before long to eradicate - them 
entirely in. these affected areas. Den- 
mark has destroyed the common: bar- 
berry; and although the rust has not 
disappeared, epidemics of it no. longer 
occur. England is also beginning +to 
destroy the barberries, In Canada leg- 
islation by. the Dominion Governiment 
forbids the growing .of barberries in 
the prairie provinces, or their importa- 
tion into these provinces. Provincial 
legislation in Manitoba and ‘Saskatch- 
ewan has placed the barberry on the 
list Of noxious weeds to be destroyed 
by the weed inspectors. Most of the 
barberries have now been destroyed in 
the prairie provinces, and the eradica-

tion of all located will be completed. 


this year. 

Probably rust will not disappear even 
when all the barberries have been de- 
stroyed; but one thing is certain viz.: 
that there will be one less. source of 
rust, and therefore less ¢lestruction of 
grain. It is probable that if all the bar- 
berries in the United States and Can- 
ada. were destroyed, the ruinous out- 
breaks which have occurred 
every few years would disappear. 

The Japanese barberry, which does 
not rust, may be freely planted; but 
every common barberry should. be up- 
rooted atid destroyed.

Lawns 
(Experimertai Farms Note) 


No grounds can be said to be com- 
plete without a lawn; and a lawn, to 
be attractive, must be kept properly 
edged and regularly clipped. This re- 
quires labour and‘attention, and these 
in most cases, the limiting 
A large expanse 


constitute, 
factor as to the: size. 
‘of lawn is beautiful but is expensive 
to keep in condition. 

The soil for the lawn requires to. be 
mellow rich and moist and the best 
preparation for this is a coating of rot- 
ted manure ploughed ynder in autumn 
or spring and a crop of potatoes grown 
the following season. If it is broken 
from sod or old stubble land very little 
can be expected from the crop. of po- 
tatoes in point of yield; 
leave the soil in ideal condition for a 
seed bed the following spring. When 
the potatoes are dug and the vines re- 
moved it is an easy matter to level the 
soil first with a harrow and then with 
hand rake and hoe, This should be

SOLD, SETTLEMENT 
“BOARD WORKING ON 
COLONIZATION 


The service that the Soldier Settle-| 


ment Board is able to render new ar- 
rivals in. Canada from the Old Land, 
although such settlers may not require 
financial assistance, is exemplified: by 
the arrival in Regina a few days ago 
of Captain Ernest Ingle, an Imperial 
Service officer, who intends to~-work 
on a farm this year and then take up 
land of his own next year. 

Captain Ingle reached Regina from 
England on ‘April 19 and reported at 
once at the Soldier Settlement Boar 
district office. Within half an hour) he 
was furnished with the names of two 
prospective employers, 
farmers in the: Sintaluta District, one 
of whom operates two sections of land 
and carried 60 head of cattle and’ 25 
sheep; the other the president of the 
local. Grain ,Growers’ Association ‘has 
three quarter-sections of land. Captain 
Ingle who had letters of introduction 
from Board representatives in Eng- 
land was well pleased with the arrange 
ments and left the following day for 
Sintaluta to: accept ‘employment as a 
farm helper until he has gained the 
necessary experience to justify him 
taking up land of his.own. He has cap- 
ital sufficient to purchase: a farm and 
equip it, but is anxious to avail himself 
of the Board's services in, guiding him 
in the selection of land, stock and equip 
ment,. and of‘ the supervision’ of the 
Boards’ field staff after he has become 
settled. :
